Claims 1,3-8, 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Super Bone or Rawhide Express in view of Brilliant and Miskewitz or Masterman and further in 
view of Boyer. 

The rejection of record is maintained. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-8, 10, 1 1 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Boyer 5100651. 

The rejection of record is maintained. 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/15/00 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants arguments re 1 12 rejections are persuasive; the rejections are withdrawn. 
The art rejection traversals are NOT; see the sodium alkali salt, for instance, of NUTRO 
TARTAR CONTROL- sodium acid pyrophosphate, calcium carbonate, potassium chloride; etc. 
As to Boyer, a rawhide chew is (col 1, line 53) the carrier, as is the instant carrier. Sodium 
fluoride or benyzate is the alkali salt (col 2, lines 24, 25) bromchlorophane is the cationic 
antimicrobial (col 2, line 40).
